By Chinese 
castom and usage, for tho purpose of domestic 
sorvico Chinese famale childrsu urv afton pledged 
with a power of redemption, but. mora frequently’ 
purchased ont and out. from poor parvnis. The 
pricé varies considerably. ‘I have known of a 
youug child being bonght ut Macao for a dollar. 
‘A “dood of sale,” ora “deed of gift” agit is 
more frequently culled, is given to the purchaser, 
‘This * deed of rift”? of course is a mere eupbe- 
mism. Itisa bill of sale, and purports to sell 
nad convey a lille with a warranty. Money is 
piven as the consideration for the control of the 
services of tho ebild, in most casos “ for ever 
without redumplion.” The purchaser bas a 
power of resale, although some dixpute it, Lt is 
certainly: exercised amongst the Chinese in the 
miinland, aud occasionally in ongkong. ‘heir 
books have acommon form' of re-sale, (Sco ap- 
pondixsfor x numbor of forms). 

It is not within the seope of this Memorandum 
té diseusy' tha question how dar children of poor 
Chinese benefit by the existence of their custom 
of sule, or how far infanticide iy checked thereby. 
That has beon done elsewhere, aud was the sub- 
Joot of debate in the House of Lords, (Hansard, 
vol. 253, page 498, of Zlst June, 1880). But it 
is cortain that the parents give for-monoy aud by 
deed or other written instrument e complete po- 
wer over their.child, and purport to divest them-
